e Ms. Daniele Laman, liaison for the House of Pacific Relations (HPR), reported the following:
- The cottages continue to have homeless issues and problems with drainage.
- New cottages are scheduled for a spring ground breaking.

e Chairperson Kinney reported the following:

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STAFF REPORT

City Council Third District, Council Representative Stephen Hill

e Councilmember Gloria had some significant policy victories towards the end of 2015 including the adoption
of the City’s Climate Action Plan, which seeks to reduce the greenhouse gas emissions by 50% over the next
20 years.

¢ With the initiation by Councilmember Gloria, Council approved additional support for small businesses by
expanding the store front improvement project.

e This year will be Councilmember Gloria’s last year as a City Council Member. He will continue to be Chair
of the Budget and Government Efficiency Committee. The Budget Committee will Kick off the FY 2017
budget process on January 27, 2016 at 9:00 a.m. in City Hall.

e Councilmember Gloria’s policy initiatives include, working on a development for a water rate assistance
fund for low income San Diegans and also a program to require energy efficiency benchmarking for
commercial buildings.

Balboa Park Sustainability Program and Learning Institute
Ms. Kanzawa stated the following:
e The prestigious Leadership in Energy and Environmental Design (LEED) silver certification was awarded to
the Federal Building, Old Globe Theatre and Kudos to Reuben H. Fleet for its recertification.

e The Learning Institute is developing the Balboa Park Guest Experience Training for all Park employees and
volunteers.

302. San Diego Zoo Centennial Celebration. Presenters: Mr. Tim Mulligan, Chief Human Resources Officer
and Mr. Mark Howell, President and Executive Producer at Mark Joseph Creative

Mr. Mulligan stated he was given the task of overseeing the San Diego Zoo’s Centennial Celebration. This free
public event is planned for Saturday, May 14, 2016 from 6:00 P.M. — 11:00 P.M., utilizing the Spreckels Organ
Pavilion, Plaza de Panama and EIl Prado. Mr. Howell further added that El Prado and Pan American Road would
close at 3:00 P.M. on May 14, 2016 until 2:00 A.M. on May 15, 2016.

Committee Comments/Questions:

Chairperson Kinney asked Ms. Kanzawa whether the Cultural Partnership was comfortable with the closure of El
Prado at 3:00 P.M. Ms. Kanzawa replied that they worked it out and are in support of this event.

Ms. Bernal asked how the event will be promoted. Mr. Howell replied that the event is being promoted on his
website and the planners will be working closely with social media clubs and MTS.

Food trucks will arrive close to 3:00 P.M.

How much time is allotted for breakdown on Sunday? Mr. Howell responded that final breakdown will occur on
Sunday by 10:00 A.M. on May 29, 2016.

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303. 2016 Amgen Tour of California. Presenter: Mr. Erick Smith, A.S.0.’s US Technical Director

Mr. Smith reported that the eleventh annual Amgen Tour is a professional bike race modeled after the Tour de
France, with the exception that the California race will only cover eight days. The race is scheduled for Sunday,
May 15, 2016, and will start at approximately at Ski Beach Park in Mission Bay and impact the park around
11:40 A.M. The event will be broadcasted live on NBC to 200 countries around the world.

Ms. Kanzawa
replied that there were no concerns brought up by the Cultural Partnership.

Ms. Bernal inquired about spectators. Mr. Smith responded that the spectators that come to support the riders,
will position themselves at the start and finish lines.

Chairperson Kinney inquired about traffic control. Mr. Smith replied that the traffic will be managed by the
California Highway Patrol and the event organizers will provide friendly traffic control staff as well.
